New High Mark In Business 
Set By Local Office For 
8th Consecutive Year 


Receipts at the Placerville post- 
office for the Calendar year just 
closed were $30,827.85. 

This was the first time in the his- 
tory of the office that the receipts 
have surpassed the $30,000 total and 
was the eighth consecutive year of 
which we have record, in which an 
increase has been shown. 

The gross business of the office 
during 1938 was $1,899 in excess of 
the total business done by the of- 
fice the year before. 

” The continuing increase in postal 
receipts is an argument for early 
action toward the erection of Placer- 
ville’s projected new  postoffice 
building and a reflection of the 
steady and continuing development 
of the business of the county seat 
and the surrounding trade area 
which the office serves. 

According to figures 
by Postmaster Joseph Scherrer, 
stamp sales. for the month of De- 
cember were $3,424.80 which exceed- 


cember a year ago by $388.75. 

Money orders issued by the Placer- 
ville office amounted to $20,103 in 
1937 and showed a gain of $928 to 
reach a total of $21,031 for 1938.

The January issue of the Cali- 
fornia Mining Journal published 2 
review of early-day mining in El 
Dorado County from the pen of 
Will O. Upton, of Placerville. as fol- 
lows: 

The first mining done in E] Do- 
rado County was river channe] min- 
ing. It was in 
South Fork of the American River 
at Sutter's sawmill at Coloma in 
this, the “Empire County,” that 
James W. Marshall, on Jan. 19, 1848, 
made the discovery of gold that was 
responsible for the founding of the 
great State of California and, in 
the ’50’s, contributed materially to- 
ward saving the Union during the 
dark days of the Civil War. 

And though it was at first thought 
that only in this river was the pre- 
clous metal to pe found. it was not 
long before miners prospecting the 
adjacent streams and ravines lead- 
ing down to the river discovered 
“diggins” equally as rich or far rich- 
er than the river bed. 

Then they branched out in ever; 
direction. Going down the river, the 
next exceedingly rich deposits were 
‘found twenty miles below Coloma at 
| Mormon Island, named by reason of 
its discoverers—Mormons. who had 
come out to California in Stephen- 
son’s Regiment at the time of the 
Mexican War—and by the further 
reason of the American River hav- 
ing divided at this point, leaving 
a strip of land between the two 
streams. 

The next rich discoveries were 
made at Dry Diggings; named on ac- 
count of the scarcity of water for 
washing gold at the time of its dis- 
covery; for this was a dry year and 
the creeks contained little water. It 
might be of interest to add that

Pioneers Supposed Wealth Lay Only In River Near 
Site Of Original Discovery, Says Article By 
Veteran News Writer Of Placerville

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Dry Diggings became _ variousiy 
known aS Ravine City, Tent City, 
Hangtown, and Placerville. It now 
retains the latter name. But it is 
better known throughout the world 


| : i 
| by the name unuder which it was 


known for the shortest time—Hang- 
town. Though this name has since 
1854 given way to Placerville, we 
still have Hangtown Creek as a re- 
minder of the days before a Legisla- 
ture supplanted the more expressive 
and significant name by that of 
Placerville. 

In the days of creek and ravine 
mining here. many fortunes were 
made. Two Oregonians, brothers, are 
said to have cleaned up, within oa 
year, $100,000 apiece. Then they re- 
turned to Oregon and went into 
business. And others, working on 
Oregon Hill, named after these and 
other Oregonians who first worked 
there, made from an ounce of gold. 
then valued at an average of $18.00; 
to $120 or almost seven ounces every 
day. 

It is said that $2,000,000 in all was 
taken from Oregon Hill, which lies 
within the city limits of Placerville. 
Perhaps $3,000.000 in all came out 
of Placerville’s creeks and ravines. 
And, over the hill south of town, 
less than a mile away, $10,000,006 
is said to have been taken from the 
ancient or “dead” river channel that 
flowed there centuries ago. In one 
spot of this rich deposit, Alderson 
Brothers are credited with having 
taken out $4,000,000 in pure gold 
from a space the size of a large din- 
ing room. 

But as the placers gave out, or 
their operators were stopped by an 
anti-debris law, quartz mining took 
the place of gravel mining. For it

“Deadline Of Danger” To 
Democracy From Within 
And Without Is Cited

WASHINGTON, (iP) — President 
Roosevelt warned congress today of 
a “deadline of danger” to democracy 
from within and without, and un- 
mistakably threatened . economic 
sanctions against aggressor states. 

He said that the United States 
would decline to “intervene with 
arms” to prevent aggression. 

But then in his annual message 
on the state of the union—a mes- 
sage that bristled with bold chal- 
lenge to dictator states—the Presi- 


| dent added: 


“Words may be futile, but war is 
not the only meanus of command- 
ing a decent respect for the opinions 
of mankind. 


“There are many methods short of 
war, but stronger than mere words, 
of brnging home to aggressor gov- 
ernments the aggregate sentiments 
of our people.” 


Mr. Roosevelt asked specifically for 
amencment or revision of the exist- 
ing neutrality laws to end the possi- 
bility that such statutes may aid, 
encourage or assist an aggressor na- 
tion in any manner. 

Mr. Roosevelt’ delivered Ris mes- 
sage in person before a joint ses-

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SUMMARY OF 4-H WORK IN 
STATE FOR YEAR SHOWS 
$382,000 INVESTED 


BERKELEY—Financial and other 
returns to the 4-H clubs during the 
present year show that these farm 
boys and girls, averaging 13% years 
of age, had a capital investment of 
$382,148 in crops and livestock from 
which they drew a net profit of 
$105,784 during the year, 

The total membership of the 
clubs is 11,669, of whom 9,316 com- 
plet their projects of crop and 
ivestdck raising and home improve- 

* This is 80 per cent of the pro- 
jects started. 

There are 678 of the 4-H clubs in 
42 counties of the state, directed by 
1,462 adult volunteer leaders, as- 
sisted by 321 of the older boys and 
girls. The youngsters participated 
in 5,828 livestock and 5,424 home- 
making projects. 


By far the greatest number of the 
boys and girls are under 15 years of 
age, although the age range is from 
10 te 21 years. Despite their ca- 
plenty of time for play, attending 
tions on a sound basis, they took out 
plenty of time for play, attanding 
46 summer camps in 37 counties. 


The showing made by the young 
farmers is due to the fact that they 
produce only the choicest crops and 
livestock, and sell at the highest 
possible figure consistent with just 
and equitable dealing. They have 
been enabled in many instances to 
introduce programs of _ selective 
breeding, crop rotation and other 
progressive features that have aided 
all farmers in their respective dis- 
tricts. At the year’s high inventory 
point, their beef and dairy holdings 
numbered 1,857 head, valued at over 
$104,400. and 3,575 choice swine, val- 
ued at $70,360. The poultry holdings 
consisted of 75,000 birds, valued at 
$69,771. 

While the children have been giv- 
en considerable assistance from 
their elders, the bulk of their invest- 
ment and _ profit was achieved 
through their own efforts. Organ-

The first quartz vein in E] Do- 
rado County was found at Nashville 
eleven miles south of Placerville, and 
work was begun upon it as early as 
1851, one year after quartz had been 
discovered at Grass Valley, where 
quartz mining has continued till the 
present day. Up to 1890 this mine 
had produced $12,000,000, according 
to statistics. How much since, we 
do not know. But Grass Valley is 
the leading producing area in the 
State. Though El] Dorado County 
mines have produced their millions 
too, and the Kennedy and Argo- 
naut mines of Amador County have 
also, still they cannot compete with 
| Grass Valley for continuous produc- 
| tion; however, the Amador County 
; mines are credited with being deep- 
er than any others, especially the 
| Argonaut which has reached a depth 
‘of 6,600 ft. or 11, miles, and has 
been a consistent producer for years.

| $150.000 was taken by the crude,
